Fish Plantings 
Gain Ground 


In the race with time to plant a 
full million ready-to-catch trout 
this season, Michigan’s fish hatch- 
ery workers gained ound last 
month. In spite of the bad 
weather handicap of early spring 
they had stocked, by the first of 
July, 400,000 iegal-size fish. ; 

Heaviest June stocking was in 
the northern half of the lower pen- 
insula. Sportsmen's assistance 
and delivery of some outboard 
motors greatly aided distribution 
there, according to regional super- 
visor J. T. Wilkinsin. Plantings 
for the month totaled more than 
104,000 legal brook, brown and 
railbow trout, and 175,000 finger- 
ling. 

Wilkinson has found consjder- 
able evidence that trout caught in 
his region are regenerating the 
clipped dorsal. fin. He is asking 
trout fishermen to take a good 
look at all dorsal fins, to detect re- 
‘grown ones. ; 

Upper peninsulas regional super- 
visor Stanley Shust reports stock- 
ing more than 64,000 legal-size 
broek, brown, rainbow and lake 
trout in June, and resuming oper- 
ation of the rearing station on the 
Middle Branch of the Ontonagon 
near Watersmeet, closed-ali dur- 
ing the war. The station is stock- 
ed with brooks and browns, for 
winter holdover at Cooks Run. 

Tagged brook trout in the Mid- 
dle Brarich aré proving wariderers. 
One caught 14 hours after easier 
had moyed a mile and a hal 
downstream, another caught nine 
days after planting was three miles 
downstream. Though trout fish- 
ing in the peninsula has been good, 
walleyed pike fishing has been re- 
markable, and is breaking all rec- 
ords in the Bay de Noe district.
